P00E VIRGINIA. 
The Governor of Virginia, in his annual 
message, tells the people that the Riddle- 
berger bill is “ the most honest and equi­ 
table yet proposed,1’ and recommends its 
immediate adoption. What then must the 
*iher propositions have been ? But in fact 
whal Governor Cameron says is not true. 
The liiddleberger bill is on the contrary 
the Uiut honest and equitable proposition 
that has been made. For it involves the 
open repudiation of one-third of the present 
funded debt of Virginia ; it declares that 
the people of Virginia will never pay the 
interest accruing on the public debt during 
the whole period of the war and reconstruc­ 
tion (amounting to $15,000,000); it scales 
the debt $10,000,000 in its provision for the 
tssua of new bonds; and finally it attempts 
to nullify the decisions of both the State 
and United States Supreme Courts, by 
providing that the coupons of the new 
bonds stall not be received for taxes. In 
fine the Riddlebergcr bill is the most ras­ 
cally, impndent, shameless and thoroughly 
disgraceful act of knavery that was ever 
proffered to a people for their indorsement. 
There is no defense for it whatever. It is 
a double and a treble repudiation. It is 
dishonesty duplicated and intensified with 
deliberate purpose. But what add3 tea­ 
fold to the infamy of the measure is the 
fact that the author and the supporters of 
it have been picked oat for special approval 
and assistance by the representatives and 
leaders of that political party which until 
now was supposed to stand for the honor 
*Bd good faith of the country in a peculiar 
way. It is in vain that Governor Cameron 
endeavors to sugar-coat the pilL No hon­ 
eyed words can render the Riddleberger 
bill anything else than a shame and dis­ 
credit to all who have anything to do with 
it, and a stigma upon its defenders which 
they will find it impossible to efface, even 
should they desire to do so never so much. 


COMING TO A ESAD. 
A dispatch yesterday shows that the 
question of the Pope’s residence and inde­ 
pendence is about to be brought to a head. 
Bismarck, it is stated, has addressed a dis­ 
patch to the Italian Government, taking 
the ground that the condition of the Pope 
must be regarded as an international, and 
not as an Italian question, and proposing a 
Congress of the Powers to deal with it. It 
w added that Russia, Austria, Germany, 
England and Spain, favor holding the Con­ 
gress as early as possible, and that France 
has not yet announced her views on the 
subject. The presumption of course is ' 
that if Bismarck proposes a Congress he 
baa already a-rang -u a programme for it, ; 
•n i that the other powers wilt be made use 
•f, if possible, to ratify hi3 predetermined 
plans. Franca ver7 naturally holds back 
when suoh a pro:>ositioa is made, and it 
Blight have been better had England been 
equally cautious. For it is qtf ts evid.nt 
that there are enough points of divergence 
in this question of the papal independence 
to make the proposed Congress the pro­ 
logue to a European war cn a great scale. 


In the argument on the instructions to 
the jury in the Guiteau case, Reed, of 
counsel for the defense, has taken the po­ 
sition that the only question to be deter­ 
mined is that of the prisoner's saDity. He 
put it in the tersest possible form, saying, 
“ Sanity is guilt. Insanity is innocence.'1 
Now without particularly referring to the 
beariDg of this argument upon the Guiteau 
case, we affirm that it is absolutely falla­ 
cious, base! upon ignorance of the nature 
of insanity, and calculated to defeat all ra­ 
tional endeavors to adminiater justice. It 
is most probable that in the Guiteau case 
the jury will find the prisoner to have been 
sane, and that they will do this because 
they believe that any other verdict would 
be tantamount to acquittal. It is of coarse 
an exceedingly difficult question to deter­ 
mine, yet we are of opinion that if the 
consequence of finding a verdict of insanity 
was not what Retd has stated it to be, an 
intelligent jury would believe this man to be 
insane. But the doctrine that a reasonable 
doubt of the defendant’s sanity must ac­ 
quit, though unfortunately justified appa­ 
rently by" the vicious precedents established 
of late- years, is incompatible with any 
intelligent theory of the subject of homi­ 
cidal mania. And it is so erroneous a dire- 
trine that in our judgment the most reso­ 
lute ground must be taken against it, or it 
will destroy the machinery of justice. 
We deny the validity of Mr. Reed’s 
proposition most emphatically. He says 
that “ it would be monstrous and shocking 
“ to the sense of justice of any man that 
“ an accused person should be con- 
“ demned to the gallows about whose 
“ aanity any reasonable, fair man could 
“ raise any question.” We say that all 
that is nonsense; that the hanging of an 
insane man is no more shocking than the 
hanging of a sane man, if the insane man 
knew what he was doing when be com­ 
mitted the crime for which he is arraigned ; 
and that if no man is to be hanged about 
whose sanity the least doubt can exist, 
capital punishment w ill be abolished. In 
the case of Guiteau no doubt the defense 
has set up a plea which is purely fictitious. 
Spasmodic or temporary insanity, of the 
kind here presented, has no existence in 
fact. A man may be temporarily insane 
while suffering from acute cerebral disease, 
or while laboring under compression of tho 
brain resulting from a blow, or while un­ 
der the effect of drugs or stimulants. Bat 
no man was ever sane one moment, insane 
the next, and sane again the next. No 
man was ever insane solely for the dura­ 
tion of a crime, and then sane again. The 
occurrence of such cases is a legal fabrica­ 
tion. It has the support of no alienist 
of any reputation or character. It is in 
fact a complete delusion and imposture. 
But the central point in this question is 
that of responsibility. If, says Reed, the 
man is insane, he is innocent; that is to 
say, if he Í3 insane he is not responsible. 
That is the fatal defect of the argument 
for the defense, and of the existing legal 
theory of the relation of crime to insanity. 
The truth is that madmen are nearly al­ 
ways perfectly conscious of all they do ; 
perfectly aware of the consequences of their 
acts; perfectly able to control themselves ; 
perfectly aware of the distinction between 
right and wrong. In every insane asylum 
which is conducted on enlightened modem 
principles, a system of rewards and punish­ 
ments is employed, and with all the ad­ 
vantage derivable from that method among 
sane persons. The insane patients thor­ 
oughly understand what they ought and 
what they ought not to do, and they ex­ 
ercise constant restraint upon their erratic 
dispositions because of this understanding. 
In nine cises out of teD, therefore, there 
is complete accountability among the in­ 
sane, and it is consequently the merest non­ 
sense for lawyers to pretend that proof of 
insanity is or ought to be proof of irre­ 
sponsibility. But at the same time it must 
be pointed out that the theory is so con­ 
venient as a means of defeating justice 
that lawyers may be reluctant to abandon 
it, even though it sometimes entails disas 
ter upon their efforts. For since nothing 
is less tangible than the testimony to in­ 
sanity, and nothing is easier to precure 
than “ expert” testimony on that head, so 
the average juryman is liable to be strongly 
influenced by any appeal of this kind when 
he is instructed that a “ reasonable doubt ” 
ought to acquit. 
In fact the jury are usually so perplexed 
by the conflict of opinion among the 
“ experts,” and are rendered so nervous by 
such assertions as that of Reed, that they 
allow their judgment to be overborne, 
and so frequently render verdicts which 
are the despair of the thoughtful and tho 
scandal of our criminal administration. 
But if the truth, as now firmly established 
by Science—namely, that insanity and re­ 
sponsibility are quite compatible—were 
once admitted in the practice of criminal 
law, there would be no temptation to ig­ 
nore the plain lessons of the facts, and we 
should soon have murder properly pun­ 
ished. In the Guiteau case the prosecu­ 
tion has followed the beaten track, and 
with very bad judgment has made every­ 
thing rest on the question of the prisoner's 
sanity. This is a dangerous line to take, 
or would be under any other circumstances, 
because it is perfectly apparent that Gui­ 
teau is at ail events in many respects un­ 
like other men, and because, therefore, 
it must be very easy for the jury to 
entertain some doubt as to his complete 
sanity. We do not contemplate a verdict of 
acquittal, but should the case terminate in 
that way we shall not hesitate to attribute 
the failure of the prosecution to its igno­ 
rance and timidity in regard to this point. 
Certainly nothing should have been easier 
for well-trained counsel than to accept the 
theory of the prisoner’s partial insanity, 
and then to demonstrate his complete re­ 
sponsibility7. 
Such a line of prosecution 
would, moreover, have broken down the 
vicious precedents which the Sickles, Fair 
and other modern trials have set, and 
would have prepared the public mind for 
that change in the doctrine of the relations 
of insanity to crime, which must assuredly 
be adopted eventually if the criminal law 
is not to become a by-word and a reproach. 


EMP2R0R WILLIAM'S 
PROCLAMATION. 
Under the Prussian Constitution the 
executive, and part of tho legislative au­ 
thority, is vested in the King. The pres­ 
ent King of Prussia would never have 
granted his people a Constitution at all 
had he been free to settle the matter in 
accordance with hÍ3 personal views. Hav­ 
ing as his President of the Council a man 
like Bismarck, however, he has been ena­ 
bled to feel almost as absolute a3 though 
there had been no Constitution. He has 
now thought it necessary to issue a proc­ 
lamation in which he asserts that his Min­ 
isters are not responsible ; that their acts 
are, in fact, simply manifestations of his 
authority, delegated to them for tho pur­ 
pose ; that consequently they must not be 
expected to yield as responsible Ministers 
do, when defeated in Parliament. 
He 
further declares that all officers of the G•/- 
eminent must support it, even at the 


elections. The King does not wish to in­ 
terfere with the freedom of the elections, 
but he cannot permit any officers of the 
crown to vote or work against the Min­ 
istry7. Rightly considered this proclama­ 
tion is tantamount to a nullification of con­ 
stitutional government. 
In effect the 
King asserts that tfccugH the Landtag may 
discuss the measures proposed by the 
Government, they cannot exercise any 
influence upon the course of that Govern­ 
ment save by refusing to do what it 
wants. The will of the sovereign, in fact, is 
to be the controlling factor in legislation 
and policy, and however impossible the 
tcajority in the Landtag may find it to get 
on with the Ministry in office, they cannot 
compel any change in it. The King fur­ 
ther takes the position that no Government 
employe has a right bo his own opinion on 
political questions. This is as though the 
President of the United States were to 
issue a proclamation prohibiting all the de­ 
partment clerks, postmasters, and revenue 
officers, from voting the Democratic ticket 
under any circumstances. It is evident 
that where such liberties are taken with the 
Constitution, or where a Constitution capa­ 
ble of being so construed, exists, the 
freedom of the people can be little more 
than a pretense. In fact there has never 
been in Prussia what wo should call free­ 
dom. No American or Englishman could 
tolerate the Prussian system. But liberal 
Germans have been hoping that the ten­ 
dency was towards greater freedom, and 
now it seems as though William and Bis­ 
marck were bound on curtailing the privi­ 
leges conferred upon the people by the Con­ 
stitution, as the easiest way to evade the 
embarrassments arising from ob3tinate in- 
sistance upon an unpopular policy. It will 
be interesting to see how the new move is 
regarded in Germany, or whether the Prus­ 
sian press will be permitted to expresB it­ 
self freely on the subject.

PACIFIC SLOPE NEWS. 


[DISPATCHES OF SATURDAY AND SUNDAY.) 


CALIFORNIA. 
O utlaw s C aptured in a Hollow Tree—A 
Desperate Fight. 
W atso n v ille, January 7th.—For five days 
Deputy Sheriff John Gaffey and posse have 
been scouring the mountainous country ior 
miles around the Loma Prieta fcr the men who 
were connected with the attempt to murder 
Charlea R issi. Gaffey and his men have been 
going night and day, and have only had a few 
hours eleep during the time they have been 
out. This morning about half-past 8 they 
arrived in this town with four prisoners, hav­ 
ing had a desperate fight in the mountains at 
2 o'clock last night, in which two of the des­ 
peradoes were wounded, one probably mor­ 
tally. 
Gaffey gives your reporter the following 
account of their trip and fight: His posse 
consisted if -John Koyce, Tom Ritchie, L. 
Galindo and Jim Murphy. After the 'first 
day they followed a mountain trail to tne 
New Almadén mines, arriving there almost 
worn cut, and with their horses hardly able 
to take another Btep. The inu-keeper refused 
to sell them any hay, although he had plenty, 
and would not allow them to lodge there. 
They went to the Superintendent of the mines 
finally, and were by him permitted to eleep 
in the stables of the company. On the way 
over they searched every cabin on Uvas creek 
in Santa Clara county, and on their return 
they were informed by a Californian that 
they passed within a few hundred yards 
of their men in searching the houses on 
the creek, and that they were concealed 
by a man whose house they had searched, and 
who had declared he had not seen them in 
six months. They went immediately to this 
house, and told the owner to show them 
where the men were. It was then nearly 2 
o’clock in the moruiDg. He replied that he 
knew nothing of them. They then swung 
the man up until his tongue protruded, but 
still he refused to tell. Again they raised 
him, and when lowered he said he would tell 
them if they would not hang him. He took 
them to a small hut in the brush near by, 
and rushing in they found a man, but neither 
one of the men they were after. This man 
pretended ignorance, but when Iioyce, with a 
terrible oath, made a jump f jr him with the 
rope, he weakened, and said they were in a 
hollow tree near by. They were conducted 
to the spot and surrounded the tree. Gaffey 
approached, and attempting to look into the 
stump called out to them to surrender, if 
they were there. This nearly cost him his 
life, as he was answered by a pistol-ball, 
which just grazed his head. He then fired 
into the stump, wounding, as was sf erwards 
developed, one of them, Ignacio Tejida, 
through the arm. A general tire was then 
opened from both side.-. From twenty-five 
to thirty shots Were exchanged. RitjLie 
getting sight of the man who stabbed Rossi 
fired at him, and sent a chirge through his 
stomach. A parley ensued, in which Gaffey 
told them that if they would throw their 
weapons out and come out themselves he 
would see that they were protected. About 
thÍ3 timo the fellow who stabbed Rossi made a 
dash for liberty, and though most or all of the 
posse tired at him he escaped. It is thougl t, 
however, that tho wound he received is mor­ 
tal. Ttjada finally threw his revolver out 
and soon followed. Taking the men they had 
found at the hou-ea and this man they start» d 
for Watsonville, arriving early this morning 
The urisoners were all placed in the town 
jail, Tejada by himself, and the rest together. 
Shortly after Tejada was Beized with convul­ 
sion?, and many thought he had taken strych­ 
nine. He was stripped to see if there were 
not other wounds on him, but none could be 
found. He finally came to, and insisted that 
he was afraid of being lynched. It Beems 
tii at being in the condition he was, he had 
been actually scared into convulsions. 
While writing the above portion of this 
dispatch the prisoners were quietly taken out 
through the back part of the jail and con­ 
veyed to the Santa Cruz train, under guard, 
friends of R- s-i declaring that Judge Lynch 
should preside over their destinies if they 
were kept here to-night. The officers have 
returned to bring in the wounded desperado, 
if he can be found. It is thought that they 
will find him dead near the scene of last 
night’s conflict. Deputy Sheriff Gaffey and 
his posse deserve great praise for their untir­ 
ing and successful efforts to capture these 
villains. It is due to the reputation of Wat­ 
sonville to state that the stabbing and shoot­ 
ing for which these men were wanted took 
pdace in the mountains fifteen miles from 
here, and also that these men did not live in 
this vicinity. 
A Fatal Affray. 
S alin as City, January 7th.—John P. Cat­ 
ad ay was brought over here from Castroville 
and lodged in jail this forenooD, charged with 
having shot and killed G. Tomassini, a Swiss 
saloon-keeper in that town. It appears that 
Tomapsini was convicted a couple of dayB 
ago of violating the Sunday law, in which 
case Casaday, as Constable, had arrested him. 
Since his conviction, it is said, that Tomassini 
Lad been following Casaday up, insulting nr.d 
abusing him on variou3 occasions. Meeting 
at the door of L. B. Keating’s store, in Cas­ 
troville, about 9 o’clock this morning, they 
had an altercation, resulting in both men 
drawing pistols and clinching. During the 
scsffle two shots were fired from Casaday 'a 
pistol, one of the bullets penetrating Tomas- 
sini’s left brcest, in the region of the heart, 
causing death in a short time. Casaday is 
considerably bruised about the face and head, 
supposed to be the result of blows from Tom- 
aesmi’s pistol, which snapped several time?, 
and would not go off. Cssaday will have his 
examination before Justice Rondhouse, in 
Salinas City, at 11 o’clock next Monday. He 
claims that he did the shooting in self-de- 
f rrife. Tomassini was a single man. Casa­ 
day has a wife and six children. 
K illed at a Card Table. 
A cburn, January 7th.—About S o’clock 
this evening Robert S. Anuerson, a sporting 
man, was shot and almost instantly killed iu 
a saloon by a man who ¡3 comparatively a 
stranger here. The two were playing cards, 
when, without any apparent dispute being 
noticed by tho bystanders, the man fired 
three shots at Anderson, who was unarmed, 
one striking him in the right breast, the ball 
passing nearly through, and was cut out ou 
the opposite side. The murderer then ran 
out and up the street, and fired one shot at 
the watchman, who intercepted and arrested 
him, but did no further damage. At the jail 
the murderer refuses to make any statement 
as to what or who he is, and in fact seems to 
be playing the insat e dodge. Anderson leaves 
a wife and two small children. 
A Conflict o f Authority. 
W illow s, January 7th.—Fred. Crawford, 
Z-al Bates, Sam Culver and Allen and Geo. 
W. Williams, were arrested for violating the 
Sunday law on Christmas. They were in 
the actual custody of Constable Brooks wheu 
Constable Jamison, of Colusa, with warrants 
issued in Colusa, arrived. Brooks refused to 
surrender up his prisoners. This is considered 
a victory for the Leaguers over the Opposi 
tion, and the prisoners, while locked up, were 
the show of the season. The Sunday war 
promises to be warm in this county, as both 
sides are at a fever heat.

THE CHURCHES. 


Notwithstanding the chilly atmosphere, 
the snn shone brightly yesterday and a very 
large attendance was noticeable at all the 
churchts. 
The interest awakened by the 
gospel services of the past few weeks hss 
given to the several churches full audiences, 
which are still increasing. 
The usual services 
were held in the forenoon throughout the 
city, the subjects of discusión being mainly 
in connection with the revival influences. 
A t tho Sixth-3trect M. E. Church R tv. Mr. 
Dunn «poke upon the wards, “ H e that con- 
verteth a soul from the error of his ways shell 
save a soul from death.” H e said th at nothing 
but divine power can save a soul, but Gud 
exercises this power in connection with human 
agency, and th at is the method of salvation. 
Saul of Tarsus seemed an exception, yet wo 
believe conviction never left him after he 
heard the prayer of Stephen. 
God sent an 
angel to Cornelius, not to preach to him, but 
to tell him to send for Peter. 
The treasure 
was put iu earthen vessels, and from them 
m ust be distributed, 
in prosecuting this 
agency, cr hum an efforts, we can pray for 
men ; have power by living pure Christian 
lives and may speak for Christ. 
The prepa­ 
ration for this work is a clean heart and a 
bouI full of the love and spirit of C h rist; the 
results will be, souls saved and gathered to 
the garner of heaven. 
A t the Congregational the Rev. D r. Dwi- 
nell preached from the words, “ H ave any o f 
the Rulers or of the Pharisees believed on 
H im ? ” The line of thought upon the sub­ 
ject was the influence of class-feeling amour 
respectable people in keeping them from be­ 
lieving in Christ. 
They stand imbedded in 
social proprieties, creating a class sentiment 
behind which they individually take refuge 
and hide their personal misgivings. 
This in­ 
fluence keeps them from realiziug the object 
o f Christ, which is to save from b íd , and not 
merely from violations of social propriety; 
and it keeps them from feeling their own 
need of the gospel. Men should break away 
from these social entanglements, view the 
subject as oue between themselves personally 
and God, and accept Christ as their Savior. 
“ The Gospel F east’’ was this subject of 
Rev. H . H . Rice, at 
the 
Presbyterian 
Church, basiDg his remarks upon “ Come, 
for all things are now ready.” The blessings 
of redemption were set forth under the 
imagery of a feast. 
(1.) The giver of the 
fea3t is God. 
(2.) The viands of this feast are 
divided into two courses—on earth and in 
heaven. 
The blessings of redemption en­ 
joyed on earth are justification, adoption and 
sanctification, with others which flow from 
them. 
In heaven we shall be perfectly 
blessed forever. 
(3 ) The servants who give 
the invitation are ministers, church members 
and all saved souls. 
(4 ) The invited guests 
are all; “ Whosoever will, let him come.” 
The invitation itself is simply to “ come,” for 
all things are ready on God’s part and on 
man’s part. 
He said the present revival is a 
special spreading of the Gospel feast. 
A t the German Lutheran Church the Rev. 
Dr. Taubner took for his theme “ The Bless­ 
ings resulting from a God-fearing Y outh.” 
H e said th at the results were : (1.) For life’s 
morning it gives the right eunshine—the real 
child’s blessing, the real parents’ pleasure. 
(2.) For life’s uoon it gives the vigor for 
work which one feels within himBelf, and 
which he has to seek from above when 
troubles assail. 
(3.) F or life’s evening, a 
happy view—a contented view of the past— 
and a glorious etern ity ; the whole being a 
reflection of the life of Jesus Christ, 
R ev.T. H . B. Andereon, attheSeventh street 
M. E. Church, spoke upon the “ Restoration 
of Faith in God and M en.” The thought 
presented was, Christ took upon himself our 
nature ; was “ mBd6 a little lower than the 
angels ;” H e was sinless, holy and undefiled, 
bat He suffered death for mankind, that 
m ankind m ight be redeemed. 
Jesus was the 
Son of Man in a peculiar sense. 1. To the Jews 
it was an assertion of Messiahship. 2. Jesus 
was the ideal man. 
3. The representative of 
perfect humanity. 
He was a recapitulation 
of humanity, as St. I’aul profoundly indi­ 
cates (Eph. i., 10). 
Once in history, and 
once only, there was born a man who repre-. 
sents hum anity in its purity, without the 
adulteration of sin. 
C hrist felt, acted, suf­ 
fered, died more humanly than any man be­ 
fore or since Hiscoming. We now see human­ 
ity glorified—taken into copartnership with 
God. 
The Divine-Human is not fancy, but 
fact. 
F aith in Jesus begets faith iu men ; in 
th9 possibilities of our nature. 
The only 
light in which we can see the race, truly, is 
the light that shines in the face of Jesus. 
Iu 
Him the race is sublime ; in Him every man 
is great. 
Therefore, we must, like Jesus, put 
ourselves in 
sym pathy with the masses. 
“ The common people heard Him gladly.” 
Rev. Carroll M. Davis, at the Episcopal 
Church, had for his text the words, “ Where 
is He th at is born King of the Jew s.” The 
feast of the Epiphany, he said, means little to 
us unless we receive a personal manifestation 
of Christ in our hearts. 
The perfection of 
religion on earth is knowing and feeling the 
presence of Christ. 
The preaching of Christ 
is vain unless each hearer receive Christ by 
a lively faith, a fervent love and a purpose 
of obedience. 
H ealone can lighten our dark 
nes«, our blindness of heart. 
The services of the Evangelical Church 
conducted by Rev. II. W . Axthelm yester­ 
day morning at Firem en’s H all were very in­ 
teresting. Mr. Axthelm spoke from Philippi- 
ans i., 
5, “ L et this mind be 
in yon, 
which was also in Christ Jesus.” 
H e dwelt 
upon the life of Jesus and its power upon the 
lives of men, treating the theme in a very ef­ 
fective way. 
Ex Bishop Shuck filled the pulpit at the 
U nited Brethren Church, and discoursed 
upon “ The Glory of Christ’s Kingdom.” The 
elements of C hriB t’s kingdom, he said, con­ 
sisted in the King, His life and character ; iu 
the character of His true subjects, who have 
been renewed, born a g a iD , and exemplify His 
teachings in their liv e s . 
The law of His 
k in g d o m is the law of love, and the practical 
workings of the golden rule in the present 
life and the trium iihant life r e s u l t i n g in the 
future. 
D r. Frost, a t tha F irst B aptist Church, 
delivered a thoughtful and impressive sermon 
upon the words, “ The soul th at sinneth it 
shall die.” 
He drew an analogy between the 
death of the body and its burial, and the 
death of the soul and its being forever lost. 
He had a large audience, who gave the closest 
attention. 
a 
A t the Calvary Baptist Church Rev. Mr. 
H enry preached upon the subject of salva­ 
tion, from the 
words, “ For 
I am not 
ashamed of ths Gospel of Christ, for it is the 
power of God nnto salvation unto every one 
that believeth.” H e dwelt upon the words 
Go.-peL Salvation, Faith and Power, as con­ 
tained in the text, and sought to personally 
address and impress upon each one present— 
“ W hat is the Gospel to you.” Several were 
baptized after the sermon. 
Rev. Mr. Deal, at the Kingsley M. E 
Chapel, spoke upon “ The Condition of the 
Divine Presence.” The Divine presence he 
held could only be obtained and enjoyed by 
being with C hrist; by acting in accordance 
with His wishes, as laid down in H is word, 
trusting in His promises. 
If, however, we 
forsake Christ, or don’t seek Him, H e will 
foisake us, and th at without remedy. 
. 
The services of the Evangelists yesterday 
were ns heretofore announced. 
The young 
people’s meetir g a t the Congregational Church 
at 4 r. M , aud tne temperance meeting at the 
St. George’s building, were largely attended. 
In the evening the churches joined iu union 
Gospel services at the Congregational and the 
Sixth-treet M. E. Churches. 
A t the latter 
Mr. Hallenbeck spoke to a crowded house 
upon the words : “ Lay not up for yourselves 
treasures upon earth,” etc. 
H e pointed out 
what were earthly treasures, and what were 
those acquired through acceptance of Christ, 
and strongly contrasted the two Bides, and 
very effectively. 
A t the Congregational Church Mr. W hit­ 
tle conducted the meeting. 
The church was 
tilled to overflowing before the services com­ 
menced. anil an overflow meeting was held in 
the lecture room in the basement of the 
church. 
Mr. W hittle’s discourse was upon 
what contitutes a Christian, speaking upon 
the words, “ Except a man be born again he 
cannot enter the kingdom of heaven.” 
His 
sermon was forcible and impressive. 
He 
dwelt upon tfce depravity of man in his 
natural 
state, 
and 
the 
necessity 
for 
a change 
to 
a 
new 
life 
in 
Christ. 
Mr. 
Dwinell addressed 
the 
overflowing 
meeting upon surrendering to Christ as the 
only way of salvation. 
Following the main 
services a testimony meeting was held in the 
auditorium, led by Rev. M r. Henry, and an 
inquirers’ meeting below, under the direction 
of Mr. W hipple, at which large numbers re­ 
mained.

M e x ic o .—G. R. Richter, 
formerly of this city, and now at G raftoD , 
Socorro county, New Mexico, writes to a 
gentleman in Sacramento about the mining 
camp there, as follows.: 
This camp is in a 
ravine in the Black range, and contains about 
fifty log-houses, the same number of tents, 
four frame-bnildings finished, and eighteen 
more in course of completion. There is about 
six inches of snow on the ground here now. 
The climate is about the same hers now as in 
Virginia, but I don’t know how it will be in 
the summer, 
The mines around here are 
looking very well as far P.s prospected, and 
are mostly owned by Eastern parties. 
There 
are three stores here, which carry from §4.000 
to S6,000 worth of goods. 
There is no insur­ 
ance upon property here yet. 
This camp is 
rather rough, but there are no Indians nor cow­ 
boys here. 
Town lots are worth from §00 to 
§300 per lot. 
There are plenty of nice places 
in the neighborhood to be taken up—splendid 
for cattle raising, and enough to feed 10,000 
head. Thera are also plenty of hay ranches, 
and hay sells for §35 per ton.

Y/ashisgtox, January 7th.—la the Gui- 
teau case this morning, Davidge oponed the 
arguments upon the legal points, and was fol­ 
lowed with the closest attention. 
The jnry 
were told by the Judge th at they might be 
excused for the day, but they all preferred to 
remain and listen to the arguments. 
The prisoner assured his counsel th at he 
would not take any part in the legal argu­ 
ments to-day, but sh mid insist upon making 
any comments that he might deem necessary 
to set them right oa either side as the argu­ 
ment progressed. 
Guiteau pretended to read a latter, b ut in 
reality followed Davidge with the closest a'- 
tention. The few interruptions he made were 
unnoticed by the counsel, save when Guiteau 
called o u t: “ I didn’t know the difference be­ 
tween right and wrong. I had no choice. 
If 
I had I would not have done it.” 
To this Davidge said : 
“ We will come to 
that by-and-by.” 


THE FIRST SENSATION' OF THE DAT. 
The firet sensation of the day was caused 
by the reading of Judge D tvid’s (of New 
Yoik) charge to the jury in the Coleman 
murder case. Judge Porter relieved Davidge, 
and read from newspaper slips. 
Saoville, with some impatience, objected to 
any mere of such dramatic efforts on the part 
of P ort-r, intended for effect upon the jury, 
and insisted th at he (Porter) m ight as well 
read a stum p speech to the jury, aud that he 
(Portet) knew th at it had no bearing upon 
the case. 
*' Of course he knows it,” Guiteau shouted, 
“ and more than that, the jury decided the 
case directly against the chaigeof the Court.” 
Judge Porter repelled the intimation, and 
insisted th at this farce, which had so long 
been enacted by the counsel for the defense, 
must now stop. 
If not rebuked by the Court, 
it would be by others. 
Judge Cox ended the dispute by saying 
th at the m atter read was undoubtedly author­ 
ity. 
Its applicability to this case '*oulil be 
commented upon by the counsel a t the proper 
time. 
THE PRISONER'S LEGAL ACUMEN. 
As Davidge resumed, Guiteau sgaiD sliou’ed: 
“ I want to get this thing tight before the jury, 
Everv one knows all about that’-Coleman case. 
The jury gave a verdict against th at charge 
and this prosecution knew it we'L” 
The effect was electrical when Davidge, in 
the most deliberate aud earnest manner, said: 
“ Y our Honor, this man for three weeks has 
been held up to us as an imbecile, and now 
listen to him. 
He not only kuows the differ­ 
ence between right and wrong, but he under­ 
stands fully the law of the cate.” 
Guiteau—Transitory mania, that's my case. 
I don’t pretend th at I am iusane now. 
I ’ve 
got as gcod a head as you, or Porter, either. 
S eville is a fool, though. 
I repudiate him 
and his whole theory of the defense. 
All I 
want is two hours before that jury, and I can 
settle things all right. 
The scene wtis a lively one for a few m in­ 
utes. 
Judge Cox rapped for order, aud soon 
Guiteau subsided, and Davidge cinf.inued 
without further interruption to the end of his 
argument. 
d a v id g e ’s p o in t s. 
Davidge read, and thee elaborating the 
prayers of the Governmeu’, whieh asks the 
J udge to instruct the jury that, if the prisoner 
knew at the time of the shooting the differ­ 
ence between right and wrong, he was at that 
time sane and responsitde. 
Davidge, with 
the prayer in his hand, said in low and dis­ 
tinct tones and measured language : 
“ And 
that they bo consisted, first, of the above 
definition of insanity ; second, of the declara­ 
tion that, if the prisoner possessed ability to 
s i distinguish between right and « rong. no irrt - 
s'stible passion or impulse, no uncontrollable 
desire, no moral depravity would excusa his 
act; third, a declaiati.n that the standatd of 
insanity must be that of la w ; 
fourth, 
th at no delusion or inability to distinguish b< - 
tween right or tvrot g being present would 
excuse the prisoner." 
Davidge thought the 
prat era of the defense beariug on points con­ 
tained in the prayers of the prosecution ought 
not to be entertained far a moment.
